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This decision is in response to the papers filed 08 December 2006 which, are 
treated as a renewed petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(b). 



On 07 November 2006, a decision dismissing applicant's petition under 37 CFR 
1 .47(b) was mailed. The 37 CFR 1 .47(b) applicant failed to meet the requirements of 
item (5) of 37 CFR 1 .47(b). 

On 08 December 2006, petitioner submitted the required statement under 37 
CFR 3,73(b). 



Applicant satisfied items (1), (3), (4) and (6) of 37 CFR 1.47(b) in the initial 
petition. 

Regarding item (5), petitioner claimed sufficient propriety interest by virtue of an 
assignment to Global Technologies (NZ) Ltd. However, petitioner did not provide a 
statement under 37 CFR 3.73(b) by the assignee as required by section 409.03(f) of the 
MPEP. 

In the renewed petition, the 37 CFR 1.47(b) applicant has provided a statement 
under 37 CFR 3.73(b) by the assignee. The statement was signed by Diana F. Hill, the 
Chief Executive Officer of the assignee. Global Technologies (NZ) Ltd. A statement 
that Ms. Hill is authorized to act on behalf of the assignee was also included. Item (5) is 
now complete.
